Although this was the "big pa- 


rade," it was not expected to be 
the biggest the Legion ever held 
On the Legion's last visit here in 
1937, there were upwards of 200,- 
000 marchers who took nearly 18 
tours to complete the Fifth ave- 
pue route. Legionnaires this year 
decided to scale it down.

D. Eist nhower, who received a tu- 
multuous welcome from the con-

Hostilities Over 


Formally for Five 


Satellite Countries 


Russ Ratify Treaties for 


Five Nations in Euro- 


pean Zone 


London, Aug. 30 —(AP)— Rus- 


sian ratification of peace treaties 
with five axis satellites cleared 
the way today for a formal end- 
ing of hostilities for Bulgaria, Fin- 
land, Hungary, Italy and Roman- 
ia. 


The Moscow radio 
announced 


-unexpectedly last night that the 
Presidium of l'«c Supreme Soviet 
had ratified the five treaties, sign- 
ed in Paris last Feb. 10. 


Russia was the last of the four 


major powers to ratify and a Brit- 
ish official said Andrei Y. Vishm- 
sky, deputy Soviet foreign minis- 
ter, had promised 
that Russia 


would agree "to deposit the instru- 
ments of ratification at "an early 
date", thus completing action and 
making the treaties effective. The 
instruments of ratification for the 
Italian treaty must be deposited 
at Paris, the others at Moscow. 


Three Treaties Left 


Still to be drafted are treaties 


for Austria, Germany and Japan. 


By the terms of the satellite 


treaties, Russia stands to gain 
$900,000,000 in reparations, the 
only major power to claim such 
payments. She gets $300,000,000 
each from Romania and Finland. 
5200,000,000 from Hungary and 
$100,000,000 from Italy. 


From Romania, Russia takes the 


eastern border province of Bes- 
sarabia; and from Finland she 
takes the northern port and prov- 
nce of Petsamo and 
a

lea.se on Perkkala-TJdd for a naval 
base.

are required to withdraw 
their 


troops from Italy within 90 days 
and Russian troops must pull out 
of Bulgaria in a like period, but the 
-reaties give Russia the right to 
keep soldiers in Hungary and Ro-

Europe Is-Relieved 


The reaction in most European 


capitals wa.s _one of relief that 
now the first part of. the^peace- 
making job was done. Some sourc- 


felt, however, that Russian rat- 


fication — coming only a (few 
days after approval was rushed 
through the parliaments of Ro- 
mania, Bulgaria and Hungary — 
heralded an attempt to facilitate 
he admission of eastern European 
countries into the United Nations, 
perhaps when the United Nations 
assembly meets next month.

The death of 27 miners in a West 
Frankfort, 111., coal mine July 24, 
the bureau of mines says, resulted1 


from an explosion that may have 
been touched off by an 
electric 


locomotive or a workman smok- 
ing. In a preliminary report, four 
of the seven coal mine inspectors 
assigned to investigate the disas- 
ter attributed it to ignition of 
methan, an explosive gas. 


The investigators 
said they 


could not determine definitely the 
source of the ignition in the Old 
Ben Coal Corporation's 
No. 
8 


mine, but that available evidence 
indicated the gas was ignited by 
an arc or spark from'an electric 
gathering locomotive. 


"Although the evidence points 


to the fact that the gas was ig- 
nited by the locomotive", the re- 
port said, "the possibility that it 
was ignited by someone smoking 
cannot be entirely dismissed. 


"One of the recovery 
crews 


about to enter the mine was cau- 
tioned against 
carrying 
any 


matches or cigarettes into the 
mine and the men deposited nu- 
merous packages of cigarettes and 
matches at the collar of the shaft, 
which indicates that the men had 
beon in the habit 
of carrying 


smokers' articles into the mine".

Family Food Bills at New Peaks 


for Second Month; BLS Figures

Washington, Aug. 30—lAP) — 


The family food bill in ofi large 
cities rose 1.4 per cent between 
mid-June and mid-July, hitting a 
new peak for the second consecu- 
tive month, the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics said today. 


The bureau's retail food price 


index for July was 393 a per cent 
of the 1935-.19 average. 
This waa 


16 per cent above a year ago and 
106 
1939 index. 


Higher prices for eggs, 
dairy 


products and meals were the chie'f 
factors in the rise to July 15. 


Egg prices jumped 11 per cent 


on the averrge as a result of 
strong demand, slowing produc- 
tion, and low storage stocks. The 
increase ranged 
from 
five *per 


cent to 16 per cent in the 56 
cities.

than four per 
cent, 
reflecting 


short stocks of butter and season- 
ally lower milk production. Rut-

Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
announced Kivi was arrested last 
night in Brooklyn, N, Y., where 
Hoover said FBI agents nabbed 37 
photographs

30 negatives 


when they searched Kivi's home. 


Hoover's 
'announcement 
said 


Kivi at fir-t denied having any 
highly confidential pictures 
but 


that ho later admitted removing 
from the Los Alamos Project cer- 
tain classified photographs. Classi-

those usually marked secret, con- 
fidential or restricted. 


The FBI director said pictures 


found in Kivi's possession showed 
various phases of atomic research 
equipment used in connection with 
the bomb and several pictures of 
visitors to the Atomic property.

Washington — TAP)— A bul- 


k-tin scurried out of the depart- 
ment of agriculture today, cry- 
ing: 
"Importation of adult honey 


bees prohibited"! 


And naturally I buzzed right ov- 


er to ask, "how come"''. 


Well, it turns out there's no 


point in worrying. The local adult 
honey bees are getting along fine. 


Byt in Europe they're dying oft 


with something known as the Isle 
of Wight disease. And since there 
Is no known cure, the department 
has tacked up strict immigration 
restrictions. 


Bees are a $50,000,000 Industry 


in this country, but that isn't the 
real reason the agriculture peo- 
ple are careful. 


Many 
of our favoiite 
fruits, 


vegetables and flowers depend up- 
on the bee for pollination. If the 
bee starts to feel puny, so will a 
great part of the nation's agricul- 
ture. 


Arrived 1,000 Year* Ago 


Since the bee is such an impor- 


tant little character, let's look at 
some facts dug up hy^R. W. Sher- 
man, 
the department's quarantine 


officer. 


Ancient poets may have sung 


about their honey lamb, but they 
never had a word for their little 
sugar child. That's because honey 
was man's first sweetener. Sugar 
cane culture began only about 1(- 
000 years ago, in Spam. 


Dc/jpite the bee's Importance to 


us now, he's an immigrant. 


Nobody knows when the first 


bees arrived, but it was before 
1683. They were German, or black, 
bees. And now they have been 
largely displaced by the Italian 
bee. 
which didn't get here until 


1859. 


Because bees are so essential in 


pollination, a new industry

arisen: Bee renting. 


Poison Oak Honey Good 


The bee keeper cashes a daily 


double. He collects rent for his 
bees—and keeps the honey.

The Census bureau reported Friday 
that the 48 states collected $6,- 
800,000,000 in state taxes during 
the 1947 fiscal year. Federal tax 
collections 
were 
$39,108.000,000 


during the same period ended last 
June 30. 


Excluding unemployment com- 


pensation tax 
collections, which 


are held in trust for payment of 
benefits, state taxes produced a 
record 15.800,000,000. or 16.4 per- 
cent more than the previous year, 
the bureau said. 


Higher prices and wages along 


with increasing economic activity 
did much to raise tax yields, the 
census report said, adding that 
this was notably so in the case of 
sales taxes.

stars' diets helped a Pekin, 111., 
baker decide to become a politi- 
cian. Fewer pies might mean an 
end to a bakery's profits, so Ev- 
erett Dirksen reasoned he'd bet- 
ter switch to "a different career. 


That decision took Dirksen, a 


Republican, to congress and to a 
dominating place on the powerful 
House appropriations committee 
which has a yes-or-no voice-over 
all government spending — in- 
cluding that for foreign programs. 


Carrying Blank Check 


Dirksen now is on his way to 


joint 
Europe as chairman of 
house 
appropriations 
armed 


services investigating committee, 
off for a first hand survey .of mil- 
itary and economic 
conditions 


abroad. The committee will re- 
port to congress upon its return. 


In Dirksen's pocket is a blank 


check aimed'at insuring the" coop- 
eration of United States author- 
ities overseas and that of foreign 
officials eager for American fi- 
nancial help. 


It ia in the form of an open let- 


ter of introduction signed by Rep. 
Taber (RrNY), the chairman of 
the appropriations committee and 
tlie Republican axe-man for chop- 
ping down government spending. 


There never has been any lack 


of 
appreciation 
among 
United 


States officials as to Taber's pow- 
ers. And foreign officials have be- 
.come increasingly aware of them. 


Control Major Decisions 


The two /men — Taber 
and 


Dirksen — generally are credited 
(or blamed) for dictating the com- 
mittee's major 
decisions. Thus, 


Dirksen's mission takes on 
in-" 


creased 
significance to foreign 


countries. 


For/under the constitution, all 


money bills must originate in the 
house. But before they reach the 
floor, their form is determined by 
the appropriations committee and 
—even before that — by a power- 
ful subcommittee upon which both 
Taber ""and* birksen sit.

This means that any financial 


program to carry out the Marshall 
plan for' Europe's economic re-

That is the reason Dirksen's find- 
ings are important to future for- 
eign policy. 


Concentrate on Germany 


Dirksen 
will concentrate pri- 


marily on the problems of Ger- 
many, operating out of Frank- 
furt, because he feels that to get 
the rest of Europe back on its 
feet the German industrial machine 
must be geared to heavy but close- 
ly supervised production. 


In his five weeks' survey, he 


plans to go down into the Ruhr 
mines to see what is needed to 
jet out more coal. He wants to 
find out how much more steel 
"•rermany should be allowed to 
produce, what Germany's trans- 
portation system lacks, what can 


•>& done to get fertilizer manufac- 
tured by the Germans.

State's in a position of stiength— 
numerical, political and financial 
—which is unsurpassed 
m 
the 


nation's peace-time history. Thus 
far the Taft-Hartley Act has ful- 
filled none of the dire predictions 
made about it- There are no 
indications as yet that the labor 
movement is being destroyed, or 
set back 25 y?ars, or even seriously 
hampered. 


In spite of this law, some unions 


have negotiated the best contracts 
in their history. And one might 
even say that-"because of this law, 
the great body of union members 
has become a political force to be 
reckoned with as never before. 


There is great hope in this 


power for the

to making America the world's 
greatest and 
most 
progressive 


nation, a tower of strength and 
hope for freedom-loving peoples 
everywhere.

Speaking in general; organized 


labor has won its fight for recog- 
nition as a permanent and indis- 
pensable part of American 
life. 


The threat that 
anti-union em- 


ployers will destroy the movement 
now is so remote as to seem 
impossible. The threat that labor's 
strength may invite power-hungry 
or subversive leaders, hoxvever, is 
already present and increasing. 


The union officials 
who have 


exploited their position for ex- 
travagant, personal,

purposes may be few. The Com- 
munists in key union positions 
may constitute

ship. But both reflect 
discredit 


upon all of labor, the millions of 
loyal, respectable men and women 
whose interest they claim to have 
at heart. 


The Communist tnena.ce in. the 


labor movement is no pipe dream. 
The campaign against it, in and 
but of labor's ranks, is no witch 
hunt, as the Communists would 
like to have the country believe. 
The unions are the ideal and tra- 
ditional place fdr them to do 
their greatest damage.

election of 1948. All the arguing 
and debating over the '48 budget 
will mostly be forgotten in the 
fight over the new one by that 
time. The President's ick-a of what 
it's going to cost to run the gov- 
ernment during "fiscal '49" will be 
handed to the SOth Congress when 
it convenes for its second regular 
session this coming January. Then 
the fireworks start in earnest. 


Piesident Truman, however, is 


planning a little surprise for the 
boys. He has started by instituting 
a brand-new federal budgetary- 
procedure. In the past, the routine 
has been for the agencies to start 
preparing their estimates of what 
they will need for the next year, 
as soon as the 
current 
year's 


budget is settled. The only instruc- 
tions they got from the Bureau 
of 
the 
Budget 
were 
on 
the 


mechanics of 
preparing 
their 


estimates. 


»\v Starting Point 


This year, however, the Bureau 


of the Budget, at the President's 
request, has added to the mechan- 
ical instructions a Hat order that 
no estimates can be more than 
their present budgets. Jn other 
words, any savings that Congress 
made in the cost of government 
this year, plus 
the 
President's 


economies, are to be accepted as 
the 
starting 
point 
for 
the 


Bureau's pruning of next year's 
budget. 


Agency officials 
aren't 
very 


happy about this 
new arrange- 


ment. But they can't complain in 
the open because, after all, you 
don't argue with your 
boss 
in 


public and expect to keep your 
job. Just how much the President 
and the Budget officials will prune 
the agency estimates remains to 
be seen. The estimates for the '49 
budget have to be in by Sept. 15. 
Then the secret pruning sessions 
start. 


Several of the agency's budget 


officers gloomily predict that the 
President has 
in 
mind cutting 


as an "enemy of labor." begins to 
deserve that title as do the Com- 
munists within the labor move- 
ment itself. For their purpose is 
to destroy all freedom, tear down 
our democracy and prosperity, and 
substitute the regimentation and 
terror of Soviet "democracy " 


So on this day of honor to labor, 


the organized workers might well 
take stock of the dangers which 
threaten them as well as of their 
hard-won and well-deserved ad- 
vancement.

XACA Role Important 


The navy, army and plane manu- 


facturers have important roles. 


The basic scientific facts, on 


which ail else depends, come from 
the National Advisory Committee 
for Aeronautics (NACA). . 


The NACA is a 
government 


agency, created in 1915 when the 
world plane record was 126 miles 
mwr. 


For 32 years it has provided the 


data for the development of Amer- 
ican planes. It owns huge -wind 
tunnels. It shoots guided missiles 
out over the Virginia Capes. It 
has 15 engineer test pilots—not 
dare-devils but scholars. It is one 
federal agency which gets ail the 
money it asks from congress. 


The plane that has broken the 


world record 
twice in the last 


week, the 
jet-powered 
Douglas 


Skystreak, is .a joint Navy-NACA 
project. It was built to meet cer- 
tain NACA requirements and the 
navy will turn it over to NACA 
soon for final research. 


Tough Point To Cra^k 


The red Skystreak skimmed the 


sands at Muroc Lake. Calif., at 
640.7 miles an hour last week and

flown first by a Naval officer and 
then a Marine. 


Aeronautically speaking, 'both 


pilots came equally close to that 
fateful point, "sonic speed," the 
speed of sound. They both reached 
83 per cent of sonic speed.

The speed of 
sound varies with the temperature.

75 degrees Fahrenheit, the 


temperature at Muroc lake on the

to stop when airplanes are zipping 
at supersonic speeds—that is, past 
the speed of sound.

The thing to lemember is that 


sound waves are only a form of 
air pi essure. All pressure waves 
move at the same speed as sound 
waves. 


When any object moves, when a 


plane tlies, it pushes air in front 
of it and sends out pressure waves. 


When the plane is flying at less 


than sonic speed, these waves go 
out ahead and begin pushing other 
air aside, making a sort of path. 


But when the 
plane 
reaches 


sonic speed, no pressure waves go 
out in front because they can't 
move any faster than the plane 
itself And the plane has to butt 
its own way, unaided by any ad- 
vance guard. 


Thus at tins pomt the amount 


of po\\er needed to keep up the 
plane's speed 
increases 
enorm- 


ously. 


Once past this point, the plane is 


g-oing even faster than the pres- 
sure waves it causes and the plane 
slices through. 


The situation is complicated by 


the fact that there is a rather wide 
area called "transonic," when the 
air is rushing over some parts of 
the plane at subsonic speed and 
other parts at supersonic speed. 
Air pressures on the 
plane 
are 


\eiy unstable, and problems ol 
design and control become much 
greater. 


Once well into the supersonic 


range - say 900 miles an hour --the 
pressure on tho plane will be 
quite stable, though tremendous, 
and the speed scholars' problems 
may get a little easier.

Anticipating three times the efficiency he received from his former enterprise, 


C. H. Strong of Nachusa will put his new elevator, shown at left, into operation next 
week. 
Construction is now being completed on the $30,000 asbestos shin- 


gle-covered building, which is completely fireproof and ratproof and is built of 
2x6's instead of the old 2x4's. 


Strong estimates that he can handle 3,000 bushels of grain per hour whereas 


in his old elevator he could take care of only 1,000 per hour. Capacity of the new 
building is 30,000 bushels, three times what could be stored in the former structure. 
To insure protection for the grain all bins are lined with sheet iron. 


The building combines the latest features incorporated in elevators through- 


out the country. One of these, a door broad enough to clear a semi-trailer truck, 
is shown in the picture above.

Edson Finds World 


Bank Doesn't Need 


His Paltry Pennies 


Forty-Five Nations Own 


Stock; 
Bank 
Has 


$8,000,000,000

ing a fow pennies in my grimy 
little hand, I called on the World 
bank today to open an account. 


Right off, I could 
see 
that 


something was wrong. 


For where were the usual re- 


assuring signs of banking life? 


Where \vcre the pens that al- 


ways promise to write better than 
!.hr-y do? 
Where wrre the discreet cal- 


endars of the Indian lady in a 
canoe'! 


Where uere the tellers behind 


the bars that are a subtle remind- 
er of what happens Lo little tellers 
with sticky fingers? 


Where, in short, was the bank? 
No teller, but a publicity man 


named Henry Brown, came to my 
rescue. 


He said that not or.ly does the 


bank have no tellers. It doesn't 
even have many bankers. Not in 
the usual sense, at least. Most ot 
its 340 employes are statisticians, 
secretaries and lawyers. 


The bank handles its spare cash 


just like you do. It takes it to 
the bank. Most of this money is 
in the Federal Reserve Bank of 
New Yotk City. The rest is scat- 
tered in banks all over the world. 


Its real name is the Internation- 


al Bank for Reconstruction and 
Development, and the idea is to 
advance loans to help torn-up na- 
tions make the switch from war 
to a reasonable facsimile of peace. 


But the wheels of international 


finance grind slowly. So far only 
four loans have gone through, to 
France, 
the Netherlands, 
Den- 


mark and Luxembourg. 


At least one of the bank's di- 


rectors has been in jail. Pierre 
Mendes-France, of the country ot 
the same name, was tossed in the 
jug by the 
Vichy 
government. 


This now is considered a compli- 
ment. 


Since the 45 stock-owning na- 


tions have three-fourth of 
the 


world's population, the bank, in 
effect, has 1,500,000,000 deposit- 
ors. 
Main 
absentees: 
Russia, 


Spain, Argentina. 


The U. ~S. has $3,175,000,000 in 


the bank. So every man, woman 
and child in the country would 
have around $22 if this were split 
up equally — which is most un- 
likely. 


With more stock than anyone 


else, the U. S. gets 32,000 votes. 
Panama has the least stock, and 
gets 252 votes. 


Every country which joins the 


bank gels 250 votes. From then 
on the balloting becomes a trifle 
expensive — $100,000 a vote. 


When Brown said this, I quietly 


dropped the pennies in my pocket. 


I guess they'll have to hold the 


election without mr.

Film Industry in 
Period of Change 


and Unrest Now 


Washington— (APJ—The film 


industry is in a time of change 
and agitation. 


It is especially shocked over its 


sinking foreign -sales. 


During this troubled period the 


No. 1 spokesman, salesman, and 
front man of the industry is Eric 
Johnston, a handsome, suave, 50- 
year-old manufacturer from Spo- 
kane, Wash., who knew nothing 
about movie problems until two 
years ago. 


Johnston is president of three 


big film associations. He is often 
called the "czar" of the film in- 
dustry. 


He has no power to compel 


Hollywood studios to produce cer- 
tain kinds of pictures, but he has 
ideas and he has powers of per- 
suasion. 
One of his ideas: ''We in Holly- 
wood have to make more realistic 
motion pictures if we want to con- 
tinue our leadership in the world.'1
